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Three-time World Champion Fred- 
die Spencer has signed a one-year 
contract to ride for Team Marlboro 
Agostini Yamaha in the 1989 World 
Championship 500cc Road Race 
Series. Spencer, 27, signed a contract 
on November 19 that will see him 
return to racing after a one-year 
retirement due to a tendonitis prob- 
lem with his right wrist. Apparently, 
Spencer and doctors feel the one-year 
hiatus has given the wrist a chance 
to heal. “It should be a lot of fun,” 
Spencer said on Monday, November 
21. “There are a lot of good things 
about the deal. It’s a fresh start. From 
watching it, the Yamaha handles real 
good and that'll be a real asset. It’s 
a lot like the three-cylinder (Honda). 
It’s going to be a lot of work, but 
there’s five months until Japan (the 
opening round of the 500cc World 
Championship). I’ve already been 
checked out (by doctors) and the 
strength I don’t have to worry about. 
The biggest thing is going to be my 
weight. I want it down to what it 





was in 85 or earlier. I plan to ride 
the bike four or five times before the 
first GP.” 


Spencer was first approached by 
Marlboro Yamaha crew chief Kel 
Carruthers in October — after it 
was announced that Eddie Law- 
son had left the team and would 
ride for Rothmans Honda in 1989 
— at the Del Mar, California, 
Barber-Saab Pro Series car race 
in which Spencer was competing. 
Spencer later flew to Switzerland 
to meet with top Marlboro brass, 
team owner Giacomo Agostini 
and doctors chosen by Marlboro. 
The former Rothmans Honda 
racer is still under contract with 
Honda until December 31. He was 
scheduled to leave for Hawaii and 
Japan on November 22 to spend 
two weeks doing promotional 
work for Nankai Leathers. 


Regarding Spencer’s signing with 
Marlboro Yamaha, Carruthers said, 





“Tm happy with it. When I last 
spoke to him he was enthusiastic 
about racing again, and I think he 
will do well.” 


Joining Spencer at Team Marl- 
boro Yamaha is Scotland's Niall 
Mackenzie. Mackenzie, who fin- 
ished sixth in the 1987 500cc 
World Championship and fifth in 
1986, comes to Marlboro 
Yamaha after racing HB Hondas 
for the past two years. Mackenzie 
and Spencer trained together in 
northern California prior to the 
1988 racing season. 


The signing of Spencer and Mack- 
enzie ends all speculation regarding 
the Marlboro Yamaha team. Follow- 
ing World Champion Lawson’s 
leaving the team to go with the 
Rothmans Honda team and Didier 
de Radigues being let go and later 
signing to ride 250cc Aprilias, at one 
point it appeared the Giacomo 
Agostini-owned team would sign 
Australian Kevin Magee, who 
wanted out of his contract with 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts. Lucky 
Strike, however, would not release 
Magee, prompting Agostini to look 
elsewhere. 


Jeff Ward (Kaw) won the 
November 20 6th Annual Japan 
Supercross of Tokyo, which was 
run in a cold and steadily falling 
rain in Tokyo's Jingu Stadium. A 
standing room only crowd of 
45,000 saw Ron Lechien (Kaw) 
finish second and Rick Johnson 
(Hon) take third. Guy Cooper 
(Hon) and Johnny O’Mara (Suz) 
rounded out the top five, finishing 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 


Australian Rob Phillis (Kaw) topped 
fellow Australians Michael Doohan 
(Yam) and Michael Dowson (Yam) 
in both heats of the opening round 
of the Swann Insurance Road Race

The front brake calipers are the new Buell four-piston design and 
the rear brake features a larger caliper and disc and a new fully floating disc. The RR1200 will be available 
this month through Buell dealers who are select members of the Harley dealer network. Suggested retail

Rumors that 250cc U.S. GP winner 
Jimmy Filice has signed a deal with 
HRC that will see him contest the 
Castrol 250cc Grand Prix Series plus 
a schedule of selected GPs and 
international races in Japan could 
not be confirmed or denied at pres- 
stime. Phone calls to his home found 
Filice sick in bed with his wife 
saying, “He’s not real sure what he’s 
doing next year.” Stay tuned. 


There has been a shakeup within 
Derbi’s factory 80 and 125cc 
World Championship road race 
team following its double World 
Championship-winning season. 
Double World Champion Jorge 
Martinez will return to defend 
both his titles in 1989, but his 
teammate in 1988, Alex Criville, 
has been fired. Martinez will be 
backed in the 125cc class by 
Julian Miralles (fourth in the 
125cc championship), and by 
Manuel Herreros (fourth in the 
80cc championship) in the 80cc 
class. Criville put himself out of 
favor with Derbi by disobeying 
team orders in 1988. 


Multi-time World Champion road 
racer turned GP team owner Angel 
Nieto’s Ducados 250cc Grand Prix 
team has also suffered a shake-up 
during the off season. Nieto could 
not obtain equipment from Honda 
for the 1989 season, and will instead 
put Ducados’ money into a Cobas- 
equipped team.

Krause, Roeseler, 
LaPorte score Baja 
1000 victory

ENSENADA, BAJA CALIFORNIA, MEXICO, NOV. 11-12 

The Kawasaki trio of Paul Krause, Larry 
Roeseler and Danny LaPorte dominated one 
of off-road racing’s most prestigious events 
— the SCORE Baja 1000. The winning team 


basically led from start to 
finish, crossing the finish line 
nine minutes ahead of their 
nearest competitors. 

In a flawless 11 and a half-hour 
ride through the wilds of the Baja 
peninsula, the Team Green riders 
never missed a beat. Despite booby 
traps, spectator vehicles on the 
course and an attempt by Mexican 
police to arrest Krause for speeding, 
the hard-charging racers kept the 
pace going for nearly 700 miles in 
a headlong rush that captured 
SCORE’s 1988 Class 22 Champion- 
ship. For Roeseler, it’s his unprece- 
dented fifth win in the’ legendary 
Baja 1000. 

“This feels great. It’s the best out 
of all the times I’ve won it,” Roeseler 
told Cycle News after bringing the 
Team Green KX500 entry in to. take 
the checkered flag first. “I almost 
started crying coming in on the 
pavement. It’s the fifth time I’ve won 
this overall, but it’s been five or six 
years since the last time I won it. I’ve 
done really good racing in the last 
few years but we haven’t been able 
to put this race together. This win 
means a whole lot to all of us.” 

Kawasaki also came out on top in 
Class 21 (motorcycles 126cc to 250cc) 


when KX250 pilots Ted Hunnicutt, 
Jr. and Brett Howell crossed the 
finish line nearly an hour ahead of 
their nearest 250cc rivals to repeat 
last year’s winning performance. 
“Two years in a row — we're pretty 
happy with that,” said Hunnicutt. 
“We had no problems at all. We had 
such a good lead we even went ahead 
and did some extra wheel changes. 
We felt we should take advantage of 
the lead and get some good wheels 
on there so nothing would go 
wrong.” _ 

Eighty-seven motorcycle teams 
were up before dawn preparing for 
the start of this year’s Presidente 
Brandy-sponsored event. The big- 
name factory teams were out in force 
and top-ranked privateers gathered 
from all over the world to pit their 
skills against Baja’s infamous ter- 
rain. The starting lineup even 
included a Suzuki 1250-powered 
EML sidecar that was flown into Los 
Angeles and then ridden to the event 
by its two-man German crew. 

In an attempt to make the early 
stages of the race safer, the starting 
line for motorcycles and ATVs was 
moved out of the streets of Ensenada 
and down to Ojos Negros, 25 miles 
into the course. 

“Changing the start was the smar-

test thing SCORE'’s ever done,” said 
Team Husqvarna’s Dan Smith. “It 
was dumb to have us race up the 
highway in all the traffic like we used 
to. There’re so many possibilities to 
get hurt with all the cars and the fog 
— it’s insane. I clapped at the riders’ 
meeting when they said they were 
moving the start to Ojos.” 

The green flag dropped for the first 
time just after six a.m. and the racers 
powered off the line one at a time 
every 30 seconds to face the first 
section of the grueling 679-mile 
course. 

Tim Morton launched an early 
charge that catapulted his KTM up 
past the four earlier ‘starters and 
grabbed the lead as the racers 
powered through checkpoint two at 
Nuevo Junction, 65 miles into the 
race. Last year’s Baja 1000 winner 
Dan Ashcraft got his YZ490 off to 
a fast start and an all-out push by 
Roeseler had Team Green’s KX500 
working its way steadily up through 
the pack. The Dan Smith/Garth 
Sweetland/Dave Chase Husky entry 
was going strong and the KTM 
piloted by Daryl Folks and brother 
Bryan was fractionally ahead of the 
Hunnicutt/Howell Kawasaki in the 
250cc division. 

For some of the competitors, the 
race was over almost before it began. 
“There was a Mexican truck with a 
camper on it in the middle of the 


course about five miles before Nuevo ~ 


Junction,” said ATK pilot Don Lieb. 
“The rider in front of me came round 
the corner and ran right into it. I 
managed to miss the truck but I hit 
a rock and the rear wheel went up 
in the air. I went round the truck 
on one wheel then up into bushes. 
I broke the bike’s frame, broke both 
my wrists and dislocated my right 
shoulder.” 

The racer in front of Lieb was 
South African Hylton Beattie. “I 
pulled over to the left figuring that’s 
where you pass in America but the 
truck pulled over on me,” said 
Beattie. The gutsy South African 
rode his badly tweaked KTM in to 
the Nuevo Junction pits and later 
learned that he had broken his neck 
in two places. 

Out in front, the battle for the lead 
was heating up. Ashcraft grabbed the 
lead from Morton going over Coha- 
buzo summit, but lost it almost 
immediately to LaPorte who had 





taken over from Roeseler at the 50- 
mile mark. “I was fifth when I got 
on the bike and I passed everybody 
after-90 miles,” said LaPorte. “It’s 
pretty scary out there. On a motor- 
cycle you mostly worry about other 
vehicles. There were cars — Amer- 
ican cars, sombody’s pit crew, going 
backwards on the course in places. 
They were idiots and they really 
made it dangerous.” 

In addition to traffic on the course, 
the racers also had to be on the 
lookout for booby traps built by 
action-seeking locals. “There were 
booby traps all over the place in the 
new (forest) section,” said Las Vegas 
racer Pete Sheehan. “I jumped over 
about 20 of them. The Mexicans were 
out there waiting around campfires. 
They had camped out all night so 
that they could ‘visit’ us this 
morning.” 

Ashcraft survived the booby traps 
and the rocky terrain near the 
summit, but was struggling with 
mechanical problems as he headed 
down towards the central desert 
region near Borrego. 

“The bike seized three times right 
off the start, about six or seven miles 
into it when it got really foggy and 
cold,” said Ashcraft. “It was a brand 
new cylinder and piston, and I think 
we didn’t break it in well enough. 
I was trying to nurse it at first but 
after a while it starting running good 
again.” 

The Roeseler/LaPorte charge had 
Team Green’s KX500 out in front by 
three time-adjusted minutes when 
Krause took over at the Borrego pits. 
Ashcraft was the second racer 
through, but third-placed Smith was 
ahead on time when he appeared in 
pit row just 10 seconds behind the 
YZ490. The Chris Haines/Jim Fish- 
back/Chuck Miller Honda team 
cleared Borrego in fourth, just ahead 
of Scot Harden, Kevin Hines and 
Carlos Serrano (KTM), and Hunni- 
cutt and Howell led the 250s through 
just 24 minutes behind the race 
“leaders after mechanical gremlins 
knocked the fast-starting Folks 
brothers out of contention. 

“I thought someone was ahead of 
me until I got to Tres Pozos dry lake 
(about 150 miles into the race) so I 
was going for it,” said Hunnicutt. 
“I asked them where the first 250 was 
and they said it was me. I was 
surprised. When I got to Borrego 





they said I had an 18 minute lead 
on the next 250.” 

Kenny Parry and Scott Forward led 
the Over-30 racers (Class 30) through 
at Borrego, running neck-in-neck 
with Kevin Colan and Donald O’Ku- 
ly’s KTM on adjusted time, and John 
Braasch and Ron Jennings headed 
up the 125cc lineup more than nine 
minutes ahead of their nearest Class 
20 rivals. 

. The course turned south from 
Borrego, heading into the 260-mile 
San Felipe loop with its infamous 
Matomi Wash and whooped-out 
beach section. Krause made short 
work of the obstacles in the first half 
of the loop but ran out of luck as 
he charged through San Felipe 
towards the pits at Zoo Road. 

“I pulled out to pass a line of cars 
on the highway and three of them 
happened to be cops. I jumped off 
the bike in the pits about seven miles 
up the road to change a wheel and 
here come all the cops chasing me,”’ 
said Krause. “One of them grabbed 
me and started yelling at me and 
when I tried to get back on the bike 
he grabbed the front of it and 
wouldn’t let me go. People pulled 
out their wallets and were throwing 
money at them but they wouldn’t 
take it. Then one of them unbut- 
toned his holster as if he was going 
to get out his gun, so we all stopped 
doing anything.”’ 

Krause was finally released when 
a fourth police officer arrived at the 
Kawasaki pit. “They were upset 
about me speeding — they said they 
knew it was a race but we had to 
respect their rules,” said Krause. “We 
didn’t get a ticket but it was pretty 
scary for a while and they held us 
up for about two and a half minutes 
after we'd finished in the pit.” 

Krause was not the only racer who 
lost time in the gulf coast loop. 
“Garth (Sweetland) crashed really 
hard coming up the coast about 20 
miles from San Felipe — about two 
miles from where he did it in the 
Baja 500,” said teammate Smith. “He 
wadded the bike up pretty good and 
I think he broke his thumb.” 

A promising run by Harden, 
Hines and Serrano also bit the dust 
in the southern section of the course. 
“We were doing really well — fourth 
or fifth physically, but (Serrano) 
crashed really bad in the lower loop,” 
said Harden. “The bike was twisted 
up, the silencer was ripped off and 
the handlebars were so bent they were 
bumping into the tank on one side 
— we rode: the last 350 miles like 
that.” 

Despite his near arrest in San 
Felipe, Krause was still out in front 
as he handed the KX500 over to 
LaPorte at the 450-mile mark. Ash- 
craft and Pfeiffer were four minutes 
back in second as they headed 
towards Mike’s Sky Rancho and the 
Pacific Coast loop of the course, with 
the Haines/Fishback/Miller Honda, 
the Al Baker/Scott Summers/Randy 
Norman Honda and the rather 
battered Harden/Hines/Serrano 
KTM not far behind. Chase brought 
the Team Husky entry through in 
sixth and Howell and Hunnicutt 
were way out in front of the 250cc 
field in seventh. 

“We knew we had a big lead so 
we just concentrated on not making 
any mistakes,” said Hunnicutt. “In 
the first part of the race we were really 
working on going fast, passing and 
passing and passing, but later on we 
were just trying to keep it together 
and ride the most flawless ride we 
could, knowing that if we did, 
hopefully we would win.” 

Hopes further up in the pack were 
dying left and right. Smith could not 
start the top-running Husky at the 
Mike’s Road pit and lost more than 
an hour replacing the top end, and 








a time-out to replace the clutch cost 


Haynes, Fishback and Miller more 
than half an hour and their third- 
place standing going into Mike’s Sky 
Rancho. 

The sun was setting as the fron- 
trunners headed up the coast from 
Camalu and, as the headlights 
started to come on, the mechanical 
mishaps started again. 

Class 30 hopefuls Parry and For- 
ward, who still held a healthy lead 
despite putting in 300 miles with no 
front brake after a high-speed crash, 
ran into trouble the second they tried 
to turn their lights on. 

“The switch had broken inside so 
I got nothing,” said Parry. “I had 
to disassemble the light and splice 
the wires together. We lost a lot of 
time doing that.” 

It was “lights out” for Class 38 
leaders Casey Folks and Barry Hig- 
gins (KTM), also. 

“We had an eight minute lead on 
the next guy in our class when the 
lights went out all of a sudden and 
I crashed my brains out,” said 
Higgins. “Then I got lost on the 
beach and was riding around out 
there in the dark for a while.” 

A bad ignition coil left Class 38 
racer Todd Martella sitting in the 
dark 80 miles from the finish line. 

“I kept trying to pick up a car or 
something to give me some light to 
ride by and then a bike came along- 
side me. I just trailed like a dog all 
the way in. I was on him like glue,” 
said Martella. 

Out in front of the 125cc field, 
Braasch’s lights were giving him a 
workout. 

“The bike won’t run a light so I 
had to mount a battery up on the 
front,” said Braasch. “The headlight 
and the battery add 24 pounds to the 
front of the bike and that made it 
really tough to ride in the silt — it 
oversteered like crazy. I had a spare 
battery in my fanny pack and that 
weighed me down too.” 

Team Husky’s ill-fated journey 
finally ground to a halt in the 
darkness 10 miles north of Santo 
Tomas. 

“The front end just came apart on 
us,” said Smith. “I was in fourth gear 
and the part where the axle goes 
through came out. Man, did I take

a head-over-heels tumble out 
through the weeds — I scared myself 
to death. There was no way to 
continue after that so we dropped out 
about 70 miles from the finish.” 

Pfeiffer also had a close call just 
outside of Santo Tomas. 

“I left there about five minutes 
behind (Roeseler) and I thought that 
just maybe I could catch him,” said 
Pfeiffer. “I hit fifth going up a fast 
left-hand turn and about three 
seconds later the back wheel went. 
I went down and slid on my back 
like a turtle until I came to a stop 
up against a guard rail. I thought 
I was going to kill myself.” 

Pfeiffer wore a hole in his riding 


pants and ground the corners off his 
fanny pack, but escaped serious 
damage. “They (Kawasaki team) 
started behind us so the only way to 
win would’ve been to pass them and 
then beat them by three minutes or 
something. They had a nice cushion, 
so I just took it easy after that.” 

Out in front, Roeseler was also 
taking it a little easy. 

“T got back on the bike at Camalu. 


- There was a lot of traffic so I just 


tried to ride smooth and not make 
any mistakes,” said Roeseler. ““The 
tires get a bit bald and it gets a bit 
skatey, you start hearing noises and 
you re getting tired so that’s the ime 
to be careful, but it went fine. The 
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The Dan Smith and Garth Sweetland (shown) Husqvarna team suffered 
mechanical problems and was unable to finish the race.

last section was pretty routine.” 

Team Green’s “routine” dash to 
the finish line ended 11.33.45 hours 
after it began, with an average speed 
of 58.94 mph. Roeseler sprinted 
through the streets of Ensenada to 
the giant Presidente Brandy bottle 
that marked the finish line and took 
the checkered flag almost nine 
minutes ahead of Ashcraft and 
Pfeiffer on adjusted time. 

“We had a fantastic ride,” said the

problems, no crashes. We just rode 
really good from first thing this 
morning.” 

Ashcraft, who thanked Team 
Yamaha mechanics Tom Halverson 
and Rick for building the bike, JT 
Racing, Pro-Circuit, Dunlop, Ren- 
thal, F&L, Hallman and Beach 
Yamaha, was almost as happy with

the Yamaha team’s performance. 
“I’m pretty happy with the way 
things turned out and the bike 
worked well,” said Ashcraft. “If we 
hadn’t seized it, it would’ve definitely 
been closer.” 

Almost half an hour ticked by 
before Randy Norman crossed the 
finish line to claim third overall for 
the  Baker/Summers/Norman- 
sponsored XR600R. 

“This is a trail of death. I don’t 
know why I keep doing this,” said 
Norman. “This year is like a 20-year 
anniversary for me. I was third 
motorcycle in 1968 and now I’m 
third again in 1988.” 

“Im more disappointed than 
anything,” said Haines, who fin- 
ished half an hour behind Norman 
to claim fourth for the Haines/ 
Fishback/Miller Honda. “We were 
doing so well until we had to change 
the clutch. We just spent too much 
time in the pits.” 

Variety is the key to winning Baja, 
according to Class 21 winner Ted 
Hunnicutt, who: thanked Mark 
Johnson and Reid Norden, Kawa- 
saki, Dunlop, Trick, Renthal, Tsu- 
baki, NGK, Acerbis, AXO, Sinisalo, 
Bel-Ray, Scott USA, David Pile and 
his pit crew. 

“The course was the same old 
thing. It was fast and there was a 
lot of rock,” said Hunnicutt. “To 
make it more interesting, we decided 
to do everything backwards from 
when we won last year. Brett rode 
where I rode last year and I rode 
where he rode just to change it 
around a bit. We won again, so I 
guess it worked.” 

The KX250’s 54.73 mile-per-hour 
average brought them home almost 
an hour faster than second place 
finishers Ken Maahs and Keith 
Cayton of Oregon. 

Third 250cc was claimed by the 
Joey Lane/Bruce LeRud/Bob John- 
son Honda in eighth overall, with 
Parry and Forward taking the Class 
30 honors in ninth. 

“We got the lead in the first section 
and basically led all the way, but we 
were lucky,” said Parry as he showed 
the scrape marks on his helmet. “I 
nailed a big rock at about 80 mph 








near the summit and ripped the front 
brake cable off, then we had prob- 
lems with the lights. I’m just happy 
that we made it all the way to the 
finish.” 

Class 38 winner Barry Higgins, 
who was teamed with Casey Folks 
on a 600cc KTM, was even happier 
that the race was over. 

“This is my first Baja race and only 
the fourth desert race in my life,” said 
Higgins, who took the class win in 
11th overall. “I’ve got my first win 
in my first ride and my last ride all 
at one time. I’m retiring from Baja 
when this is over.” 

John Braasch and Ron Jennings 
survived 15 and a half hours in the 
saddle to take the win in Class 20 
(20th overall). “Get me off this 
thing,” said Braasch, after bringing 
the Yamaha/O’Neal/Spectro/Pro- 
Circuit/Phil’s Cleaning/White 
Bros.-backed YZ125 in to the finish 
line. “I’m tired, worn out and frozen. 
I'll feel good about winning in the 
morning. Right now, I just want to 
get some sleep.” e

World Champion Eddie Lawson’s dramatic 
switch from Yamaha to Honda (or should 
that be from Marlboro to Rothmans, seeing 
who pulls the purse strings?) has been hailed 


by many as the most dramatic 
post-season happening in 
modern road race GP times. 
Well, I agree it was pretty 


stunning, and has certainly thrown 
the bike world’s winter party game 
of musical seats wide open, not to 
mention at the same time presenting 
us with the tantalizing prospect of 
a 500cc GP class struggle between 
alleged teammates on supposedly 
identical equipment, painted pre- 
cisely the same:color that will rival 


the Pons and Garriga road race show 
in terms of naked aggression and a 
fight to the finish in 1989. 

But I can think of quite a few 
major rider changes in GP road 
racing’s past history that not only 
rival, even exceed Eddie’s walkout on 
Ago and Kel in terms of drama and 
surprise, if only because they were 
a better kept secret until the crucial 
last moment when all was revealed. 

Somehow it’s highly ironic that 
what was surely the shock horror 
team switch of postwar GP racing 
also involved Ago, but that time as 


protagonist, rather than on the 
receiving end as he is now. His 
announcement — almost 15 years to 
the day before Eddie pulled the same 
trick on him — that he would be 
leaving the MV Agusta team on 
which hed become semi- 
institutionalized, not to mention 13 
times a World Champion, in order 
to ride for Yamaha in the 1974 season 
was even more dramatic than the 
Lawson/Honda link, for the simple 
reason that in those days it appeared 
that people were better able to keep 
a secret. Word only leaked out that 
Agostini was about to sign for 
Yamaha just before the press confer- 
ence called to announce the fact: 
more people suspected that a Honda 
connection was likely, as indeed it 
had been until Yamaha stepped in. 
The thought of Agostini riding 
anything except an MV, after almost 
a decade on the red and silver “‘fire 
engines,” seemed literally incredible, 
as was the fact that for the first time 
in his life he'd be racing a two-stroke, 
and a non-Italian motorcycle. When 
he went out and won his very first 
race on such a machine, against stiff 
opposition in the grueling Daytona 
200 in March ’74, it seemed too good 
to be true. Doubtless Eddie Lawson 
will be hoping for a similar fairy tale 
debut to life as a Honda rider on the 
company’s home base in the Japa- 
nese GP at Suzuka on March 26 next 
year. 

Ago wanted to leave MV because 
of his well-publicized differences 
with his unwanted teammate Phil 


_ Read (not to mention that Read won 


the ’73 500 title on the MVs that Ago 
had by then become to regard as his 
personal property), but almost as 
dramatic a move in the past decade 
came about as a pure piece of 
checkbook team manmagement, 
otherwise known as “buying the 
Number One plate.” 

_ Even now, with the benefit of 
hindsight, it’s hard to fathom Hon- 
da’s reasons for spending untold 
billions of lire in order to sign newly- 
crowned World Champion Marco 
Lucchinelli away from Suzuki in 
order to spearhead their return to GP 
racing for the 1982 season, but that’s 
exactly what they did and no doubt 
they'll. be hoping that they’ll enjoy 
much better fortune after having 
done the same thing with Mr. Law- 
son in 1989. Marco’s pathetic show- 
ing in ’82, when he never once 
managed to finish in the top four 
on a bike — the NS500 triple — that 
was good enough to allow team- 
mates Spencer and Katayama to score 
three GP victories for Honda not 
only damaged his own standing 
irrevocably, but also cost Honda 
plenty in the days before Rothmans 
when they had to pay riders out of 
their own pockets. Still, it did mean 
they carried the Number One plate 
on their return to GP racing, though 
the wily Roberto Gallina, Marco’s 
employer the season before, had the 
last laugh: he signed Franco Uncini 
to replace Lucchinelli and promptly 
won the title for the second year in 
a row. Ago will doubtless derive 
some comfort from that slice of 
history! 

Looking further back in time and 
there have been some equally dra- 
matic swaps, the only. difference 
really being that they predate the sort 
of motorcycle journalism that 
inisists on three-inch headlines to 
tell us that Edgar Jessop is leaving 
the Spagforth team to ride for the 
Doodah factory, and two-inch cap- 
itals to inform us that his new 
teammate Gary Ocker is pissed off 
about it. 





Geoff Duke was a national folk: 
hero in the Britain of the early fifties í 
in much the same way as Barry 
Sheene was later, yet when he left 
the works Norton team to ride for 
their keen Gilera rivals in 1953, it 
was practically ignored by the then 
weekly magazines even though when 
the fact leaked out in early November 
it was front page news on Fleet Street. 
How’s that for a switch? Duke 
“deserting” Britain to ride for the 
Italians sold a lot of papers that week 
but it was really inevitable a fact 
which the motorcycle press seemed 
to accept with resignation, rather 
than euphoria. 

One wonders how they might have 
reacted to the big switch that never 
was of 1957, when after two seasons; 
and one World Championship with ; 
MV Agusta, John Surtees was on the 
point of joining Moto Guzzi for 1958 | 
to ride the fabulous V-8 500. Fortu- 
nately for him (since Count Agusta | 
would never have countenanced even A 
the very thought of a rider leaving 4 | 
MV voluntarily — he had to be 
sacked!) he got word that Guzzi was | 
considering pulling out of racing 
altogether at the end of the season 
the day before he was due to ride one 
of their bikes for the first time in a 
test session at Monza. But for that, 
he might never have had the chance | 
to go on to win six more World 
Championship titles on MVs after 
Gilera and Guzzi retired from the GP | 
scene. j 

It is a fact that once a rider, of 
Surtees’ or Lawson’s caliber leaves 
a major team, they've burnt their 
bridges irrevocably and can generally 
speaking never go back. Just in case | 
Eddie finds the '89 NSR500 to be not 
quite what he'd hoped for, there have | 
been a couple of exceptions to this 
tule, though only a very few, most 
notable of which was, of coursé, 
Barry Sheene’s sentimental return to 
Suzuki for his final GP season in 
1984 after three years spent riding 
Yamahas. The return came after 
Sheene caused quite a bit of shock/ 
horror when he traded makes in the 
first place, after seven years and two 
World Championship titles with 
Suzuki. 

Then, of course, Mike Hailwood | 
enjoyed an early spell in 1961 as a 
works Honda rider in the 125 and 
250cc classes before signing up to 
ride the MVs in 1962. The fact that 
the two marques clashed in the 350cc 
class in those days precluded him 
from continuing to ride the smaller 
Japanese bikes in favor of some 
spirited races and not a little success 
on Joe Ehrlich’s 125cc EMC singles, 
but when it became apparent that

Jim Redman didn’t have the big bike 
talent to give Honda a title in the 
500cc class, they did what comes 
naturally and turned with open 
checkbooks to their former servant, 
Hailwood, to ride for them in 1966. 
That caused a bit of amazement at 
the’ time, especially as the names 
Hailwood and MV had become just 
about as irrevocably linked after four 
500cc World Championship titles in 
successive years as Agostini and MV 
would be later. But even Mike The 
Bike couldn’t make the 500 Honda 
four a title winner, even if he did 
score a brace of 250/350 title doubles 
on the magical sixes and a manu- 
facturers’ 500 title before Honda 
pulled out at the end of ’67.

Kiedrowski, Kalos 
conquer Western 
States Memorial MX

BLYTHE, CA, NOV. 11-13 

Team Honda’s Mike Kiedrowski and Yama- 
ha’s Shaun Kalos claimed their share of the 
more than $20,000 in cash and prizes up 


for grabs at the 6th Annual Western States 


Memorial MX at Blythe Race- | Pro class with Kalos taking the 
12 way. Kiedrowski won the 125cc | 250cc Pro class. 











Kiedrowski’s win came after a 
lengthy battle with Suzuki’s Ty 
Davis and Yamaha’s Broc Glover in 
the 125cc class with Kalos topping 
the 250cc class via a consistent 2-2 
moto tally. 

The event was rather unique since 
the proceeds from the race will go 
to benefit injured riders in the sport. 
The race, which was originally 
called the Kyle Flemming Memorial 
in honor of Bruce Bunch, Rick 
Hemme and Fleming who were 
killed in a car accident several years 
ago after competing in the Grand 
National Championship in Ponca 
City, Oklahoma, drew more than 700 
entrants from all over the western 
United States. 

The start of the first 125cc Pro 
moto was all Glover’s as the factory 
Yamaha rider led Davis, Stacey 
Cook, Steve Lamson and Kiedrowski 
around the first turn. Shortly into 
the 10-lap event Lamson fell back to 
seventh with Kiedrowski and Phil 
Lawrence knocking Cook to fifth. 
Glover held on to a slim lead the 
first half of the race until Davis 
managed to displace the former 
multi-time National champ to 
second. 

Glover soon lost two more posi- 
tions as Kiedrowski and Lawrence 
powered on by. As the race pro- 
gressed Davis and Kiedrowski put 
more than 10 seconds on the pack 
before finishing ahead of Lawrence, 
Glover, Kerry Mulligan and Cook. 

Davis bettered his previous start- 
ing position in round two by nailing 
a perfect start ahead of Paul Cortez, 
Kiedrowski, Glover and Lawrence. 
Cortez immediately dropped out of 
the top five which allowed Lamson 
to surface in fifth. 

Up front Kiedroski began pressur- 
ing Davis and within three laps held 
the lead. Once into the lead, Kied- 
rowski slowly managed to open up 
a small cushion as Glover edged near 
Davis. With less than three laps 
remaining Glover caught the Suzuki 
rider and challenged for the runner- 
up slot..Shortly before the finish 
Glover found what he was looking 
for and powered past Davis. On the

last lap, Davis’ expected attempt to 
repass Glover was halted as the 
Suzuki rider came across the finish 
line behind Kiedrowski and Glover 
with an injured right leg. Lawrence 
was fourth with Lamson holding off 
Mulligan for fifth. 

The unbeatable 2-1. score gave 
Kiedrowski the overall win. Davis 
was second with a 1-3 tally followed 
by Glover’s 4-2, Lawrence’s 3-4 and 
Mulligan’s 5-6 score. 

At the start of the first 250cc Pro 
moto Glover holeshot Kiedrowski, 
Darrin Hoeft, Lamson and Kalos. 
Glover guickly opened up a three- 
second lead as Hoeft and Lamson 
lost a few positions. ; 

The race was highlighted by 
Davis’ come-from-behind charge. 
The Suzuki rider gated well out of 
the top 10, but quickly shot into 
fourth behind Kalos. Halfway 
through the race, Kiedrowski reeled 
in Glover, began pressuring the 
Yamaha rider and soon found his 
way around Glover and into the 
point position. 

Less than half a lap after being 
shoved to second Glover crashed and 
fell back to fourth. Glover quickly 
struggled to get back up to speed, 
but it was too late. Kiedrowski took 
the checkers over Kalos, Davis, 
Glover and Lamson: 

Second. moto action saw 
Naughton come out of nowhere to 
lead Glover, Kalos, Kiedrowski and 
Willie Surratt around the first turn. 
Naughton's lead was short-lived as 
the Suzuki pilot dropped back to 
fourth. As the pack came around to 
complete lap two, Larry Brooks had 
worked his way to fourth, dropping 
Naughton to fifth and Surratt to 
sixth. 

On top, Glover managed to gain 
a little breathing room for a while 
before Kalos picked up his pace and 
began knocking on his back door. 
The last few laps saw a battle rage 
between the pair with Glover man- 
aging to hold off Kalos for the win 
ahead of Kiedrowski, Brooks and 
Lamson. 

The 2-2 score gave Kalos the 
overall victory with Kiedrowski, 
Glover, Lamson and Naughton 
rounding out the top five. 

Brooks came back in style to top 
the Open Pro class. The Honda pilot 
holeshot both motos.to easily beat 
Gary Sailors and Greg Pierce by 
almost half a-minute. 

Tommy Clowers was the hero in 
the 80cc Expert and Super Mini 
classes after winning three out of 
four motos. Clowers’ only loss came 
in the first moto of the 80cc Expert 
class where Jeffery Grafton narrowly 
edged the Team Green rider out at 
the checkers after a close, seven-lap 
battle. Grafton finished second 
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Jimmy Button (50) dominated the 
125cc Intermediate classes. 


overall in both classes ahead of Spud 
Walters. 

Jimmy Button also used three 
moto wins en route to a pair of 
overall wins in the 125cc Stock and 
Modified: Intermediate classes. But- 
ton suffered from poor starts 
throughout the weekend, but was 
always at the front of the pack when 
it counted. 

In the first moto of the 125cc Stock 
Intermediate class Button chased 
Richard Saxton across the finish 
line, topping Bubba Erickson, David 
Germain and Steven Kotajarvi by a 
comfortable distance. 

Saxton shot out front early in 
round two with Button barely gating 
among the top five. Button rapidly 
picked up positions and near the 
halfway point was hounding Saxton. 
The hounding only lasted a short 
time as Button motored on by to a 
narrow win. Erickson was third over 
Mike Chamberlain and Kotajarvi. 

The 125cc Stock Intermediate class 
saw most of the same top contenders 
chase Button from a distance across 
the finish line. Saxton again was 
forced to take the runner-up position 
ahead of Erickson with Duane 
Benner taking a 4-5 tally to fourth 
overall. Kotajarvi completed the top 
five with 5-6 finishes. 

Shawn Morga also won three out 
of four motos, but was only able to 
take home one overall. Chamberlain 
was the rider who upset Morga as 
he took a 2-1 score to the winner’s 
circle in the 250cc Stock Intermediate 
class. Morga topped Jamie Moro- 
bito, Benner, David Bagwell and 
Mike Mennig in the Modified class. 

Chris Kefalas wrapped up the 
125cc Stock and ‘Modified Novice 
classes with a perfect score. Kefalas 
won both of his stock qualifiers and 
the main, then moved on to the 
Modified class where he was again 
victorious. Joshua Dunn, the winner 
of the other qualifier, finished 
second in the Stock class with Colin 
Couto, Matt Polosky and Mike Finch 
completing the top five. Mark 
Higham, Couto, Guy Griffin and 
Darren Donalson followed Kefalas 
across the line in the Modified class. 

Billy Felts and Robbie Reynard 
swapped wins in the 80cc Interme- 
diate classes after battling in nearly 
every moto. Felts’ win came in the 
Stock class where he finished with 
a 2-1 score to top Reynard’s 1-4 tally. 
Danny Nelson was third ahead of 
David Pingree and Jacob Swain. 

Reynard and Felts also traded wins 
in the Modified class with Reynard 
enjoying the upper hand. Nelson, 
Pingree and Jesse James followed in 
the overall column. 

What was expected to be a good 
battle in the Women’s Pro class 
between Mercedes Gonzalez and Lisa 
Peterson turned to dust as Gonzalez 
seized two bikes during the early part 
of the day. Peterson easily dominated 
both motos with Bonnie Warch 
holding off Tami Rice for the 
number two slot.

In the 80cc Beginner class Brett 
LaDue proved that consistency can 
pay off as the Yamaha rider used a 
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3-2 tally to claim the overall win. 
Jeremy Giroir reversed LaDue’s 
moto finishes for second, while first 
moto winner David Farr took a 
fourth in moto two for third. Brian 
Wolf’s 4-5 earned him fourth over 
Ryan Clark’s 9-1 score. 

The 125cc Beginner class saw Dave 
Shelton come back from a third place 
finish in moto one to win round two 
and the overall. Eddie Patteron took 
the runner-up position with his 1- 
3 score ahead of Troy Kalina’s 2-5. 
Mark Oesch used a 9-2 tally for 
fourth with Steven Knox completing 
the top five at 5-6. 

Mark Fields was the overall winner 
in the 250cc Beginner class. Fields 
came from a third place start in moto 
one for the win ahead of Morgan 
Adams, Rusty Nowka, Curtis Mineer 
and Wally Gross.

5th Annual Love Ride for MDA 


Record $360,000 single- 
day M/C charity event

GLENDALE, CA, NOV. 13 


Readers of Cycle News, this is no race. But 
it is an all-time championship among 
charity performances. And the pride this 
southern California fund raiser brings fuels 


a passion for our sport capable 
of reaching out to the broadest 
ranks of mainstream America. 

The winner’s purse in this 


case went to the nation’s Muscular 
Dystrophy Association, benefiting 
by a whopping third of a million 
dollars (up $109,000 from last year) 
raised through a cavalry of motor- 
cyclists forming 1988’s rainy Love 
Ride 5. Begun by Harley-Davidson 
and sponsored again this year by ride 
chairman Oliver Shokouh and his 
Harley-Davidson of Glendale dealer- 
ship — and attended by celebrities 
including Peter Fonda, David 
Crosby, Bonnie Bramlett, Craig 
Chaquico, Nina Blackwood, Billy 
Idol, and the inimitable Willie G. 
Davidson — this biker brigade of 
4000, each donating a minimum $35, 
triumphantly scored the largest one- 
day motorcycle fund raiser in our 
country’s history. 


Early Sunday morning, exhausts 
rumbling through the quiet neigbor- 
hood, and with the help of 120 
volunteers from the Tribe and Lon- 
ers motorcycle clubs, Love Ride 5ers 
assembled on the streets of Glendale, 
then snaked across 100 miles of 
freeway through ominous weather, 
finally coming to rest and to enjoy 
the event’s activities and entertain- 
ment in the foggy — eventually wet 
— mountains above Malibu. 

The police-escorted parade out of 
Glendale was majestic, one of my 
riding life’s authentic thrills. Run- 
ning the San Fernando Valley’s 
perimeter rim, Love Ride’s motor- 
cycles stretched out 10 miles long. 
Wind chill plunged; shoulders 
hunched all along the line. Two-up 
on a Low Rider Sport, my daughter 
Cynthia and I'd begun to shiver, but 
there was no stopping to grab a coffee 
and get warm. No way. Not with over 
3000 — mostly Harley-Davidsons,

but with a growing show of imports 
this year — following at the legal 
limit. A phantom, accusing cry of 
“wimp” was cataclysmic. The sun 
popped out a few reviving times, and 
then we were there, at a green place 
in the coastal mountains called 
Calamigos Ranch. 

Among the first-timers were many 
returns. A biker with a soul for music 
and heart for the road, David Crosby 
was back again in outstanding form, 
taking to the stage despite a worsen- 
ing drizzle, his lyrics steaming like 
magician’s smoke as his music held 
the crowd with the strength of steel. 
Letting it rain on equipment was not 
the best, but David said the hell with 
it — he had come here to do this, 
and was going to do it. 

Craig Chaquico,.the Starship 
rocker who twice auctioned his 
guitar, had ridden.in from his home 
above San Francisco. “He was like 
a kid just thinking about getting 
here,” said Craig’s bride, Kim, 
thrilled by the concentration of 
people and motor metal. “I had no 
idea what this was like!” Bonnie 
Bramlett, who had sung with the 
likes of Eric Clapton and the Rolling 
Stones, was there, hot as ever, in front 
of the Bandola Doctors. And, all the 
way down from Montana came the 
actor who, with one breakthrough 
movie, virtually cast the image of 
modern American-made motorcy- 
clists. Peter Fonda, who had done an 
award-winning public service 
announcement for the very first Love 
Ride, became this year’s crowd icon. 


Lanky and smiling, Fonda seemed 
to materialize out of the foggy 
mountain scene. At first he looked 
godlike, mythic. But he was warm 
and outgoing in his working the 
crowd, talking to anybody, signing 
autographs, laughing and rolling on 
the damp grass during an egg-toss 
contest. A ‘“‘Captain America” 
chopper was wheeled into the pack, 
the chrome and Stars-&-Stripes Easy 
Rider bike radiating a light all its 
own. Peter straddled it, hanging his 
arms from its high grips, beaming 
like a kid. One admirer pressed even 
closer, calling to Fonda that he 
wanted to shake his hand: “You’ve 
been my idol all my life!” the 
younger rider said, displaying the 
backside of his own jacket — an 
American flag, of course. The crowd, 
lost amid decades and perceptions of 
riders, grooved on it. 

Willie G. Davidson, grandson of 
the company’s founder, creator of 





today’s Harley-Davidson market- 
mastering style, had flown in from 
Milwaukee with a personal gift: his 
own legendary presence and fifth 
year of support — a major corpo- 
ration executive as candid and 
downhome as any of us who ride. 
Said Willie, “These riders should all 
be proud. We talk about Harley- 
Davidson, but it’s really the dealers 
and their riders that are creating 
these tremendous dollar numbers. 
We can help Jerry’s Kids to maybe 
ride someday.” Then Willie added, 
“We owe a tremendous amount of 
thanks to Oliver and the people 
joining him in contributing, and 
we're extremely proud of this, and 
to see it work so well. The motor- 
cycling we love so much becomes a 
little better and another step up the 
ladder because of it. It re-enforces the 
love affair.” Willie flashed his 
famous bearded smile and bid, “TI 
see you on the road.” 

Throughout the cloudy morning 
in Glendale and wet-to-wetter after- 
noon at the ranch, there was the 
sobering but confidence-inspiring 
reality of MDA poster child Amanda 
Van Deusen and her brother, Chris- 
topher, both in wheelchairs. And 
with this came visions of new and 
future hopes for victims of the 
insidious crippler, muscular dys- 
trophy and other neuromuscular 
diseases. Craig Chaquico offered one 
analogy relating especially well to 


- Love Riders, all motorcyclists, and 


to the Van Deusen children. “When 
our bikes get sick,” said Craig, “we - 
fix them with new parts. Amanda 
and Christopher can’t do that. But 
riding and donating to MDA is a way 
for us to help fix these kids too, to 
eventually have a condition that 
protects and repairs them, like spare 
parts do for our motorcycles.” 

After the big ribs-&-chili barbecue, 
Colonel ‘Harry Fisher’s Victor 
McLaglen Motor Corps, participat- 
ing in 25 events a year including the 
Hollywood Lane Christmas parade, 
gave forth with their motorcycle 
stunt and drill team show. Twenty- 
two riders on nostalgic black-&- 
white panheads, shovelheads and 
FLH Harleys, doing their splits and 
multiples and pyramid balancing 
acts over the bumpy polo field. Bruce 
Chubbuck, the team’s American flag 
bearer in smart brown uniform, 
recalled the bewilderment of a prior 
Love Ride. “It started pouting rain 
right in the middle of our show,” 
said Bruce, a former Harley- 
Davidson dealer, 10 years with the 





` Corps. “It was a real scramble to get 
our bikes off the grass before it went 
to mud.” Now it looked like that rain 
out might repeat itself. Some Love 
Riders left early; most hung in for 
the raffles and awards. 7 

Poster child Amanda pulled a 
ticket from the tumbler — a lucky 
guy named Jim Cooper won the 
Springer Softail. The longest dis- 
tance traveled award went to Maria, 
the Canadian lady who flew her 
country’s huge maple leaf flag-all the 
way from Toronto, her dog Scooter 
on the buddy seat of her unrivaled 
full dresser. High-rolling individual 
donators won trips to Hawaii and 
Mexico. ABATE was honored as the 
largest contributing association. 
Orange County’s HOG Chapter got 
the club salute for the most money 
raised. And, all the while, -television 
producer Denny King directed his 
camera crews in taping a documen- 
tary on the day, from helicopter 
views of the massive start, to a last 
lap interview with Oliver and Willie 
G., out of the rain, under a tent. Said 
Willie to Denny, “Welcome aboard!” 

“Aboard” means the wide world 
of motorcycle MDA charity eventing. 
Like Harley-Davidson’s hugely suc- 
cessful Homecoming Ride last 
summer, and Denver’s “Freedom 
Harley-Davidson.” And more. And 
the continuing urgency for a 
mational awareness of what motor- 
cyclists are doing to give something 
of themselves to help somebody. 

Going home was a wet and emo- 
tionally melancholy affair, but laced 
with the highest admiration for the 
Love Riders. My daughter and I were 
one of the last to leave the Calamigos 
parking lot. We stopped at the gate 
to thank the three duster-clad ranch 
rangers sitting high in the saddle on 
their Appaloosas. They were grateful 
for our gesture, and one of them said, 
“You be careful out there in the 
rain.” I smiled, internally compar- 
ing their mounts to mine, and 
replied, “We’ll try.” 

I got Oliver Shokouh on the phone 
a couple of days later. He was up 
in the Sierras with some friends, 
surrounded by fresh snow and crystal 
clean air. We recalled Love Ride 5 
and reflected on its value. “Giving 
the kids the American eagle stuffed 
toys from ABATE was a real nice 
touch,” said Oliver, having time now 
to remember all the fine moments. 
“Tt reinforced the fact that this is for 
the children. There are a lot of other 
good causes out there, but at least 
we are doing some good for one of 
the many.” Oliver gathered himself 
a bit, then told me, “I love Willie 
G., he’s a person I really admire a 
lot and have tremendous respect for.” 

I asked him what next? “I can see 
Love Ride 10!” he answered with 
exhilaration, then grew serious, “- 
- as long as we don’t have any 
tragedies, or accidents with major 
law suits; as long as everything is 
still fun.” He waited a moment, and 
said, “It was pretty unpopular when 
[ got on stage in the middle of David 
Crosby and announced we were 
going to shut the beer off in 10 
minutes. I got a lot of boos out of 
that, but somebody had to do it. 
Unfortunately, beer seems to be a 
necessary ingredient there.” We both 
acknowledged the fact that suds are 
expected and sold at races practically 
everywhere, and that adult people 
simply have to be trusted to govern 
themselves. But the specter still 
troubled him, weighing along with 
the labor of putting his winning 
show together each year — and I 
suddenly understood why he was 
there in the Sierras, cold as it was, 
to breathe in the fresh air. 

Oliver Shokouh was getting ready 
for Love Ride 6. To make it the 
biggest and best ever. Again. °

Palenske tops So Cal 
M.C.’s Hare & Hound/ 
Turkey Chase

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, NOV. 13 


Many riders had good reason for entering 
the AMA District 37 So Cal Hare & Hound 
and Turkey Chase — some used it as a tune 
up for the upcoming Barstow-to Vegas Hare 


& Hound, some wanted to take 
advantage of the cool high 
desert temperature, and most 
importantly, many were hop- 
ing to earn valuable district points, 
as the end of the D-37 hare & hound 
season is rapidly approaching. Team 
Green’s Grant Palenske came to Red 
Mountain in hopes of an early 
clinching of the 250cc class title, 
which he got by capturing the overall 
victory in today’s race. 

However, from start to finish it 


was not a smooth path for Palenske 
who had several hurdles to clear 
before earning the first-place trophy. 
Some of the hurdles included Cliff 
Thomas and Dan Smith, both of 


whom are vying for the district’s ' 


number one plate in the Open class. 

It was SoCal M.C.’s 44th Annual 
Hare & Hound which attracted more 
than 500 riders to the two-loop event. 

The banner dropped 30 minutes 
after the scheduled start time due to 
the large number of late sign-ups. 
Husky-mounted Smith shot off the 





line first and held on to a 100-yard 
lead after reaching the bomb. The 
bomb run was a rather slow-paced 
charge over the cross grain because 
of the tricky terrain and bushes. 
Smith’s lead, however, was short- 
lived as he made the wrong decision 
chosing two ribboned trails starting 
the trail section of the course. Both 
Smith and Palenske unknowingly 
chose the longer, tighter trail of the 
two. By the time the two trails 
merged a mile later at the railroad 
tracks, Thomas, aboard a Yamaha 
YZ490, had blasted into the lead and 
was closely pursued by Ron Shuler, 
Tom Willis, Scott Stearns, Phil 
Gargone, then Smith, Charlie Morris 
and Palenske, who rounded out the 
top 10. 

For Palenske, luck was shining 
in his direction. First of all, Smith 
decided to pack it up early after 
feeling the effects of two weeks pre- 
running in Mexico and racing the 
Baja 1000 just two days earlier. 
Shortly after, Shuler crashed and 
Willis became sidelined with 
mechanical problems. 

‘Thomas eventually found himself 
in the lead with Stearns third and 
Palenske coming up fast. 

“Stearns and I had a good dice in 
the first loop about 15 minutes out,” 
said the Kawasaki/Metzeler/F&L/ 
O’Neal/Scott/Acerbis/White Broth-

ers/Tsubaki/Renthal/Spectro- 
backed Palenske. 
As the racers headed for the pits 


following the first 42-mile loop 


Thomas was leading the way. 

The red and white clad Thomas 
was more than two minutes on his 
closest competitor and didn’t even 
look back as he sped in and out of 
his pit. Palenske charged through 
the chute in second position, while 
merely 20 seconds behind him were 
Stearns, on a 250cc Suzuki, and Brian 
Nevestich, aboard a Yamaha. Stearns 
and Nevestich gave the spectators 
something to watch as they jockeyed 
for the third place spot racing 
towards pit row. Suzuki-mounted 
Morris and Gorgone, on a Kawasaki, 
were slightly ahead of Kirk Kovaleff, 
who just recently became a Vet rider, 
and Husky pilot Dave Chase. Back 
in 13th position was the first 125cc 
rider Ed Arnet. 

“I gota bad start,” said Arnet, who 
eventually powered his Kawasaki to 
a first-place finish in the 125cc class. 
“Then again, I never get a good start, 
so I don’t worry about it.” 

The second loop is where all the 
“fun began,’’ according to race 
marshall Dan Wilson. The trail 


~ started out by winding up a little hill 


with the riders facing a rock field on 
the downhill side. 

“I couldn’t catch Grant in the 
rocks,” said the Answer Products/ 
Dad-sponsored Stearns. “He was 
gone. Nevestich passed me when I 
went down in the rocks and I could 
see Morris in the background trying 
to catch me.” 

Once past Stearns, the Montclair 





Cliff Thomas led most of the race 
but bad luck caught up with him. 


Yamaha/DDS-sponsored Nevestich 
threatened Palenske for a short while 
by moving into second place. 
Palenske regained his position when 
he overtook Nevestich “‘in the rough 
stuff,” according to Palenske. 

Then it was Nevestich’s turn to 
taste dirt, allowing Stearns to 
advance into third place again. 

The heartbreak of the day 
belonged to Thomas who was hav- 
ing an outstanding race and was 
several minutes ahead of his closest 
competitor by the middle of the 
second loop and on his way to the 
win. Three quarters of the way 
through the 44-mile loop, he hit a 
rock which crushed his pipe against 
the frame of his Yamaha. The pipe 
eventually burned through the igni- 
tion wire, stranding Thomas a mere 
eight miles from the checkered flag. 
As he frantically worked on his bike, 
one by one his competitors were 
passing him. The Michelin/Dick 
Allen Yamaha/ICRC/PSI/GA Rac- 
ing/Pam and Loren/AXO Sports/ 
Sinisalo-backed rider eventually 
solved his ignition problem and was 
able to finish fifth in his class. 

With his final hurdle, Thomas, 
sidelined with mechanical problems, 
Palenske cruised in to take the 
overall win. Stearns was elated with 
his second place finish and could be 
heard praising the course again and 
again. Morris slipped into the third 
place slot while Gorgone came in 
fourth. Arnet was fifth overall in 
addition to taking the 125cc class 
win. Nevestich held on for a first in 
the Open class and sixth overall. 

“The course was great,” he said. 
“I sure didn’t think it was me on 
that bike!” 

Seventh to pass the checkered flag 
was Matt Alexander, on a Yamaha. 
He was followed by Vet rider Kova- 
leff, aboard a Honda CR500, Kenji 
Gauthier and Chase. 


Results

Top Gun Showdown

Ohio resident Fred Andrews 
and Jeff Glass of Pennsylvania 
squared off in the 125 and 
250cc Pro divisions and came 
away with a class win each at Muddy 
Creek’s Top Gun Showdown MEGA 
Series Finale MX. 

Despite a cold, day-long drizzle 
and soggy track, the racing was hot 
as only the top contenders from the 
previous six MEGA Series rounds 
were qualified to enter.

Farris first at 
Timonium Indoor ST

TIMONIUM, MD, NOV. 5 

National competitor and five-time Timonium 
Pro class champ Rodney Farris was one of 
three winners who capitalized on the early 
leaders’ misfortune of getting tangled up with 
a downed rider to claim his first win of the 
five race Baltimore County Trail Riders/ 
Cockeysville Optimist Club-sponsored indoor 
short track series at the Timonium 
Fairgrounds. 

Farris took the 250cc Pro class from Paul 
Crumling, while Joe White and Dan Reichert 
also were in the right place at the right time 
to take wins in the 360 and 250cc classes, 
respectively. Todd Stith took a close, and for 
the 125cc class, a rather calm final, while Mike 
Hacker took the 80cc win with Paul Lynch 
the lone repeater from the opening night 
taking the 50cc class over a closely-pursuing 
Brody Miller. 

Paul Crumling looked like he was going 
to repeat his previous week’s win as the 250cc 
Pro class screamed down the back straight 
with Farris, David Reeves, Jim Hollister and 
‘Tom Majeski close behind. The controversey 
started as the leaders finished their second lap. 
David Miller got into a tank-slapper on the 
back straight and ended up on the outside 
of the third turn with his bike in the middle 
of the track, A track official tried to pull the 
bike off the track, but slipped as Crumling 
committed to the inside and Farris went to 
the outside and into the lead. Farris kept his 
margin at about two lengths to the finish. 

The 360cc final looked like a rerun of many 
of last year’s finals, with Greg Boutwell 
leading Joe White, Charlie Majeski and Rob 
Smith. Majeski sliced his way into second on 
the third lap, and started to probe Boutwell's 
defenses. Unknown to Boutwell, his chain 
snapped as he entered the third turn on the 
10th lap. He fell down, taking Majeski briefly 
with him. White went into the lead, with 
Majeski in third. Smith fell a lap later, while 
Mayjeski cut White’s margin considerably, but 
White held on for the win. 

Mike Mester put a tire under Warren Diem 
for the lead as the 250cc class entered the third 
turn on the opening lap, with Dan Reichert 
and Adam Weiss close behind. Diem spun 
briefly off the second turn, slipping to fourth. 
Diem took third two laps later as Weiss had 
to fight a gradually flattening rear tire. Mester 
pulled several lengths in front as Diem and 
Reichert fought over second. With two laps 
left, Mester got tangled up with a pair of 
downed riders as he entered the third turn, 
while Reichert and Diem went by on the 
outside. Over the final two laps, Reichert held 
Diem off to win by less than a length. 

Todd Stith managed to stay on two wheels 
this week as the 125cc final headed out of the 
second turn, with Billy Bromley, Georgie 
Price and Bret Friedel close behind. On the 
fifth lap Price cleanly passed Bromley as they 
entered the third turn with Friedel tagging 
along before Bromley recovered. With that, 
the order was set, although only a length 
separated them right up to the flag. 





Mike Hacker took the lead from Jere 
Alexander at the start of the 80cc final, with 
Robert Miller, Roy Miller and Randy Shank 
right behind. Alexander fell coming off the 
fourth turn on lap five, and got run over by 
Robert Miller, bringing out the red flag. 
Hacker again took the lead on the restart, with 
Roy Miller staying close, trying to repeat his 
win of the previous week. Hacker held on to 
win by a few feet.

The Motorcycle Safety Founda- 
tion (MSF) introduced a new 
course for experienced riders at a 
press conference in the parking lot 
of southern California’s Holly- 
wood Bowl on_ Tuesday, 
November 15. The Experienced 
Rider Course, which comprises 
seven hours of classroom and 
riding sessions, was created for 


‘motorcyclists who want to 


develop their riding skills and learn 
how to deal with critical street 
riding situations. For more infor-

The MSF also debuted its new 
“Riding with Control” videotape, 
which was produced with the help 
of BMW, Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki 
and Yamaha. Additionally, Keith 
Code of the California Superbike 
School allowed them the use of his 
“braking enhancement trainer,” a 
Kawasaki GPz550 with outriggers, to 
demonstrate the correct use of the 
front brake. The tape explains the 
physical principles of how a motor- 
cycle turns and stops, with pie 
graphs illustrating traction manage- 
ment. It’s available directly from the 
MSF or from motorcycle dealers. 


Alan Isley, president of the MSF, 
announced that he recently met 
with members of the National 
Association of Independent Insur- 
ers who agreed to support the 
MSF program, “‘even though 
there is no statistical basis for 
doing so.” According to Isley, 
they are doing so solely because 
of their faith in the MSF and its 
15 years experience in promoting 
motorcycle safety. Insurers typi- 
cally give 10-15% discounts to 
riders who have participated in an 
MSF safety course.

International speedway star Mitch 
Shirra’s future in international 
speedway competition will be deter- 
mined at an FIM tribunal in London 





on November 25. In two drug tests, 
New Zealand star Shirra has tested 
positive both times, first at the 
Overseas Final in July and again at 
the World Pairs Final in August. 
Shirra has been a regular in British 
speedway competition for 13 years 
and becomes the first rider since the 
strict drug testing came into force to 
face the three-man delegation from 
the FIM. Shirra faces a lifetime ban 
from FIM competition and has been 
advised by his lawyers not to com- 
ment on the matter. However, it is 
likely that he will mount a defense 
against the charge. 


The last big meet of the ‘88 


speedway season, the British 
League Rider's Championship, 
saw three riders, American 
Shawn Moran, Englishman Gary 
Havelock and Swede Per Jonsson 
submit to drug tests with only 
Jonsson showing negative 
results. However, Moran was able 
to prove that he was taking pres- 
cription pain killers for injured ribs 
suffered in a traffic accident and 
charges were dropped. Havelock 
must wait for the outcome of tests 
done to a second sample to deter- 
mine his future. 


Fremont, California’s Baylands 
Raceway will host its last race, the 
Baylands Grand Prix, on December 
4. What began in 1959 as a dragstrip 
— Fremont Raceway — and 
expanded into a multi-track facility 
comes to an end this year as the 
acreage will be developed and used 
for an automobile dealer mall and 
office building complex. The final 
race will utilize all five of the 
facility’s race tracks including the 
dragstrip.

Terrence Scanlon, chairman of the 
Consumer Product Safety Commi- 
sion (CPSC) which banned the sale 
of three-wheel ATVs earlier this year, 
is resigning to become vice president 
and treasurer of the Heritage Foun- 
dation-on January 3. Scanlon was 
chairman of the CPSC from 
December 1985 to December 1986 but 
relinquished the post when his 
appointment wasn’t confirmed by 
Congress within a year. At that time 
Scanlon was being investigated after 
being charged with using CPSC staff 
members for personal projects. Scan- 
lon was exonerated and was con- 
firmed as chairman in July 1986. 
Upon Scanlon’s resignation, the 
CPSC will have only two commis- 
sioners, Carol Dawson and Anne 
Graham. Although the commission 
is supposed to consist of five com- 
missioners — with a quorum of three 
needed, Congress has funded only 
three positions.
